A Queer Plan t W ith W a te r Traps For 
Its Insect V ictim s. 
Among common plants there a re few 
more 
remarkable 
than 
the 
teasel. 
There is little doubt, - ays a Weil in 
formed natural history contributor to 
the London Chronicle, that the teasel 
is ¡1' much a flesh eating organism as 
any spider that ever spun a w*»b. 
Moreover, its method of securing its 
victims, though quite as ingenious as 
that of the spider, is much more com­ 
prehensive as well as more efficacious. 
Not only docs this extraordinary plant 
capture all species of flies and gnats, 
great or small, but caterpillars, slugs, 
wood lice and the like are all frequent 
victims. 
How this is brought about forms one 
of lie* most wonderful incidents in na 
ture's fas mating story o f the year. 
The spider weaves her net o f the finest 
silk 
the teasel makes her snare out 
of dexvdrops. 
The plant grow» up 
straight as a church spire, throwing 
out its leaves in pairs at Interval» up 
the ju ic y green stern. 
The twin leave s 
unite at their base to form a deep 
cup, and the leaves are so contrived 
that the moisture precipitated on them 
runs down Into this reservoir. 
A 
well developed 
plant 
w ill 
thus 
catch ami hold In four or five of these 
water traps a full half pint of liquid, 
and the heat of the sun appears to 
evaporate so little of it that the cups 
will l>e brimming even at the close of 
a hot June day. 
The smooth, steep 
leaves all lead down Into these pits, 
and their gradient gets sharper as the 
water is approached. 
Thus the teasel's victim s are made 
to ''w alk the p .ink' to their death, and 
on e in the water th e re Is no hope of 
return. 
They somi drown, and every 
teasel w e ll has at Its bottom a la y e r 
of Klimt* formed by th e ir disintegrated 
bodies. 
It 
is of course difficult 
to prove 
that, tlds deposit is absorbed by the 
plant as nutriment, but careful dis­ 
section will show at the bhse of each 
cup a ring of apertures sink holes, in 
fact 
which lead Into the substance of 
the stern and the presence of which 
affords little room for doubt on the 
matter.

he rarely drives one at

angles 
with the face of the work. 
There is a reason for this. Suppose that 
lie is nailing the “ sheeting” on the 
irntne of a building and desires to 
drmv tin* board down tightly against 
t!ti* one below it. 
lit* points the nail 
downward, and a few well considered 
blows at the Iasi produce the desired 
effect, 
if the board is bcllt edgew ise, Ho 
that much fore«* is required, probably 
be will star t tin* nail in the upper edge, 
pointing 
very 
sharply 
downward. 
Again, two nails driven In a board at 
different angles will hold it In place 
much more firmly than the same nails 
would if they were driven at right 
angles with the face of the board 
Did you ever notice that In driving 
n nail in very hard wood om* man will 
do II successfully, while another suc­ 
ceeds only in doubling the nail up be 
lore (la* point has fairly entered the 
wood? 
The difference lies In tin* factJ 
that tlm expert strikes tin* nail fairly 
and not 
too hard, “ coaxing” It in, 
while the other strikes too hard and 
with indirection 
It may la* properly 
mentioned right here that in driving 
a nail into very hard wood it Is usual­ 
ly profitable to dip the end In oil or 
grease. 
This will not sensibly Inter­ 
fere with the holding qualities of the 
nail, while it will be found to very 
m aterially facilitate its driving.
